character. 

Louis Napoleon Bonaparte has so often proved 
that he knew the character of the French nation 
better than those who were ready to deride his con- 
clusions that any criticism of his statements should 
be carefully guarded. Still, it does seem as though 
his faith in a plébiscite was almost fanaticism, and 
his own cautious action would lead one to believe that 
he is himself altogether uncertain of the result of 
such an experiment, even if means could at present 
be found of placing before the whole of the people 
of France such an issue as would give the supporters 
of the Empire the opportunity they need to advance 
its claims. It must be remembered that on every 
occasion when the plébiscite has been the final ap- 
peal—first on behalf of Louis Napoleon Bonaparte, 
who sought to be perpetual President before he 
became Emperor, and afterwards on behalf of 
Napoleon III. and the dynasty—the choice presented

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LOUIS NAPOLEON INTERVIEWED. 

The Times has been emulating our provincial con- 
temporaries, It has received from a trustworthy 
source the following account of a conversation which 
was held, on Sunday, at Chiselhurst between the 
Emperor Napoleon and the Zimes’ informant, who 
was authorised to publish the statement. In order 
to lend additional weight to his report of the inter- 
view, the correspondent gives the exact words 
employed by the Emperor, accompanied by an 
English translation, which we append :— 

“It is pretended that the Bonapartists are con- 
spiring. I do not believe it. It is only parties who 
feel themselves in a minority in the country who have 
recourse to occult practices. It is only those who 
wish to impose their views upon the larger number 
who conspire. і 

„When а man has been, as I have been, during 
twenty-three years at the head of a great nation, and 
when he has been animated by a single thought—the 
welfare of his country—he preserves the sentiment of 
his dignity, the conviction of his rights, and casts 
away from him the low intrigues which degrade 
those who have recourse to them. : 

Without illusions and without discouragement, І 
rely upon the justice of the French p and I am 
resigned to my fate, whatever may decrees of 


duct and combat still recognisi 
one's faults, In doing iews the past, 
rather than seeks to read the future, and strives 
much more to justify one's self than to accomplish а, 
restoration. : 3 

“ Hence the legitimate desire to employ public 
means of refuting unjust attacks and of rectifying 
erroneous appreciations. To enlighten public opinion 
by truthful statements із a duty to those whom 
fortune has struck down; while all agitation to at- 
tempt the re-establishment of the Imperial régime 
would only retard the moral reaction which has 
already commenced, 

«To all those who have come from France to visit 
me І have held the same language :—‘I am opposed,’ 
I have said to them, ‘to either intrigues or plots. 
France needs repose to enable her to recover from her 
disasters.’ He would be most culpable who should 
seek to foment trouble for the advancement of his 
personal interests. The present Government is 
merely provisional, and does not in the future exclude 
any form of Government. To attempt to overthrow 
it would ђе а bad action, though my rights remain 
still intact; and, so long as the people shall not have 
been regularly consulted, no decision of the Chamber 
саг prevent me from being the legitimate Sovereign 
of France.’ 

** Many officers have written to me to ask if thoy 
should place themselves at the disposition of the 
present Government, and, if I consented, to release 
them from their oath. I have answered that the ques- 
tion being plainly stated between order on the one 
hand and the most frightful — on the other, 
they should not hesitate to serve their country; but 
that І could not release them from their oath until, 
by a direct vote, the entire nation shall have chosen 
a definitive Government. 2 

“Thus, you see, like the man in ‘ Horace,’ I wrap 
myself in my right and my resignation. Strong in 
my own conscience, I restrain the impatience of some 
and despise the treachery and the insult of others. I 
observe, with a certain degree of satisfaction, that 
the Republicis forced to act with severity th 
very men who, during twenty-three years, attacked 
my Government, and to adopt many of the measures 
which I regarded as indispensable to the maintenance 
of order; but, аз І am not а man of party, this feel- 
ing gives place in my heart to another and a 
stronger—the pain with which I see the destinies о 
France delivered over to the hazard of events, the 
fury of factions, the weakness of men in power, and 
the exactions of the foreigner.”

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THE CHICAGO FIRE. 


The City of New York steam-ship was tbe flrst to 

bring us 4 
A DETAILED NARRATIVE 

of the terrible fires which have devastated Chicago. 
It now appears the great fire of Sunday had been 
receded by another on the Saturday, which would 
tself have been considered extraordinary had it 
not been eclipsed by a much vaster conflagration. 
We are not told how the first was occasioned, but it 
broke out in the heart of the southern portion of 
Chicago. It raged with great fury over a space 
which seems to have been about a quarter of a mile 
square; but the firemen promptly grappled with it 
and succeeded in preventing its spread. The second 
and more fatal fire originated, the next evening, 
about half а mile south of the spot thus burnt, and 
spread northwards over and beyond it. It thus 
appears that Chicago succumbed to а second assault, 
suddenly renewed before time had been given to 
recover from the first. The Tribune, in its account of 
the first fire, describes the city as in а peculiarly 
inflammable condition. ‘‘ The absence of rain for 
three weeks had left everything in so dry and inflam- 
mable а condition that а spark might start a fire 
which would sweep from end to end of the city." 
The drought, in fact, which parched up the forests 
апа wooden villages of West Canada had а similar 
effect on ** the old firetraps’’ of wooden houses which 
still existed in the centre of Chicago. 


THE ORIGIN OF THE FIRE 
is thus related in a despatch from Chicago, dated 
Oct. 10:— 

** Late on Sunday evening a boy went into a stable 
in Dekoven-street, near the river on the west side, to 
milk а cow, carrying with him а paraffin lamp. This 
was kicked over by the cow, and the burning fluid 
scattered among the straw, This was the beginning 
of the great fire. 

“А single extinguisher on the ground, or active 
work of the police in tearing down one or two 
shanties, would have prevented the spreading of the 
flames; but the engines were waited for, and when 
they arrived the firemen, stupefied by their exertions 
at the first fire on Saturday night, worked slowly and 
clumsily. Their efforts were unavailing; the wind 
from the south-west blew a gale. Rapidly,

and boardyard to boardyard, until the district burnt 
on the night before was reached. Meanwhile the 
flames had crossed the river north of Twelfth-street, 
on the south side, and made for brick and stone and 
business blocks, railroad freight dépóts, and manu- 
facturing establishments. The whole extent of 
danger was realised for the first time; the fire de- 
кор already tired out, worked like heroes. The 

ayor and sitting Government, that had supinely 
rested, now began to exert themselves; but the op- 
portunity had been lost. The time when thorough 
organisation could have blown пр buildings or pre- 
pared for the emergency had been neglected, and it 
was now a fight for life. 

„The wind, blowing a ae qu had possession of 
the flames, and the beautiful buildings, Chicago’s 
glory, lay before them. Harrison, Van Buren, 
Monroe, and Madison streets were soon reached, the 
intervening blocks from the river to Dearborn-street, 
on the east, being consumed. Three-quarters of a 
mile of brick blocks were consumed as if by magic. 
It being Sunday, proprietors and employés were at 
home, unconscious of what was transpiring. Those 
who saw the flames supposed they were the remains 
of Saturday night’s fire, and, having confidence in 
the fire department, were unconcerned. Between 
eleven and twelve o'clock a rumour got abroad that 
- fire was in the business portion of the city.

THE PEOPLE COMMENCED MOVING. 

Horses were brought into requisition to take the pro- 
prietors and others to the conflagration. What a 
scene met their gaze! The Board of Trade, Court- 
house, Western Union Telegraph, the Associated 
Press Offices, and hundreds of other buildings were 
all in flames. The air was filled with live coals, 
which were hurléd to the north and east, a beacon of 
destruction. The fire-engines were powerless for 
‘saving. All that men could do was to blow up build- 
ings; but this availed little. The Times, Tribune, 
— Post-Republican Journal, and other newspaper offices, 
the Westerners' — — block, Field and Leiter's 
establishment, the Drake block (recently built), 
Farwell and Co.’s, all were soon inashes. It seemed 
that no sooner had the flames reached a wall than 
— А went directly through, and a very few minutes 
sufficed to destroy the most elaborately built struc- 
ture; the walls melted, and the very bricks were соп- 
sumed. The wooden pavement took fire, making a 
continuous ‘sheet of flame two miles long by a mile 
wide. No human being could possibly survive many 
minutes. Block after block fell, and the red-hot coals 
shot higher and higherand spread further and further, 
to the north side of Lake-street. It was a vast 
mountain of flame from the river to the lake, 

“ At one time so hemmed in were the people that 
it was е d thousands must perish. Sherman, 
Tremont, and other hotels were emptied of their 
guests, and a remarkable sight presented itself in the 
hurrying throngs, with trucks, sacks, or bags on 
their shoulders, fleeing amid flames for their lives 


Those who could made for the remaining bridges, 
others got next to the lake shores, and so south. 
One block in all the vast business section remained at 
daylight—viz., the Tribune block, The Custom- 
house and Horore block, in Dearborn-street, had 
burnt, and those who had fought the flames here 
thought at least this block could be saved. A patrol 
of men under Sam Medill swept off live coals and put 
out flames in the side > alks; and another lot of men, 
under the direction of Mr. Joseph Medill, watched 
the roofs, At half-past seven o’clock these appeared 
safe, and most of the men went to get rest or food: 
a number went to sleep in the Tribune building. But 
there was a change of wind, the flames reached 
Wabash-avenue, State-street, and Michigan-avenue, 
and soon the Vickers Theatre caught fire. In a few 
moments the Tribune was in flames, and at the last 
moment the sleeping men were aroused and rescued 
from the flames. By ten o’clock in the forenoon this 
remaining block was in ashes. Now was to be seen 
the most remarkable sight ever beheld in this or any 
other country. There were from 50,000 to 75, 000 men, 
women, and children fleeing by every available street 
and alley to the southward and westward, attempting 
to save their clothing and their lives; every available 
vehicle was brought into requisition, for which 
enormous prices were paid, and the streets and side 
walks presented an extraordinary sight. Thousands 
of persons and horses inextricably commingled; 
poor people of all colours and shades and of every 
nationality, from Europe, China, and Africa, in the 
excitement, struggled with each other to get away. 
Hundreds were trampled under foot. Men and women 
were loaded with bundles and their household goods, 
to whose skirts were clinging tender infants, half 
dressed and barefooted, all seeking a place of safety. 
Hours afterwards these might have been seen in 
vacant lots, or in the streets far out in the suburbs, 
stretched in the dust. These are the suffering lambs 
whom Christ now calls on the rich world to feed and 
clothe.

was that of a middle-aged woman on State-street, 
loaded with bundles, struggling through a crowd, 
singing the Mother Goose melody, ‘Chickery, 
chickery, crany crow; I went бо the well to wash my 
toe.’

Amongst those who 
took refuge in this building was the venerable Colonel 
Samuel Stone, eighty years of age, for a long time 
connected with the society; also John B. Gerard and 
wife, and Madame de Pelnrone, the noted teacher of 


music. 
It is feared that a large number of children, in- 


mates of the Catholic Orphan Society, State-street, 


were also burnt, as many of them are missing. On 
Chicago-avenue a father rushed up stairs to carry 
three children away, when he was overtaken by the 
flames and perished with them. The mother was 
afterwards seen on the north-west side. 

“In the same neighbourhood a family of five per- 
sons perished. The list of such fatalities is very 
long, and can only be fully verified after the smoke 
shall have cleared away.

THE LESSON OF THE FIRE. 

«А Fireman" writes to the Times a rather alarm- 
ing letter apropos of the Chicago fire :— 

“The que now naturally arises, What shall 
we do? Shall we stand by with folded arms, and be 
satisfied, because we have sent out a princely dona- 
tion to relieve the necessities of the present, and miti- 
gate the worst consequences of what must have been 
the frightful errors of the past, or shall we boldly 
take the lesson to ourselves, and calculate how 
we stand for the future in the event of a similar cala- 
mity befalling us? 

“Tt is all very well to say we have a good Building 
Act and an energetic, well-equipped Fire Brigade. 
What of that? So also had the city of Chicago, and 
yet it is іп ruins. The devastated portion contained, 
for the most pert buildings which, for apparent 
strength, solidity, and excellence of ma or re- 
sisting fire, could vie with those of any other city in 
the world except Paris; and, indeed, the same may 
be said of the new parts of all the great cities of the 
States. There is in no part of London a district of any- 
thing like corresponding size which could resist the 
progress of а conflagration as the devastated portion 
of Chicago could. This is the deliberate opinion of 
some who have the best means of knowing, and, such 
being the case, it would seem to be а wise and rea- 
sonable course to take immediate steps to improve 
our condition, or at least to increase our information 
concerning a subject of such vital importance.” 

THE METROPOLITAN FIRE BRIGADE.

THE LATE SIR RODERICK MURCHISON. 


We regret to record the death of Sir Roderick 
Murchison, which took place on Sunday evening, at 
half-past eight o'clock, at his residence in Belgrave- 
square. He had been in his ordinary health until 
the previous Thursday, when he caught a cold, from 
the effects of which he never recovered. Sir Roderick 
was born in 1792, in Ross-shire, being the son of Mr. 
Kenneth Murchison, of Taradale, and received his 
principal education in Marlow Military College. He 
entered the old Portuguese wars in 1807, and served 


as an officer until 1816, having been during the time 


promoted to the rank of Captain, and appointed on the 
staff of his uncle, Sir Alexander Mackenzie, in Sicily. 
He carried the colours of his regiment under 
Wellesley, and was with Moore in the retreat of 
Corunna. After the of 1815 he left the Army, 
having married the daughter of General Hugonin. 
For some time he travelled in various regions, and 
seemed inclined to field sports; but Sir Humphrey 
Davy—whose influence was strongly reinforced by 
that of an excellent wife—led him to turn his atten- 
tion to science, which henceforth became the absorb- 
ing pursuit of his Ше. Nevertheless, in all his work 
there lingered traces of the soldier. Having turned 
his attention particularly to 


GEOLOGY, 


he became a Fellow of the Geological Society in 
1825, He at once proceeded upon geological са 
of extraordinary extent throughout Europe. Still, 
he began his work with his own country. It is doubt- 
ful whether the history of science can record a more 
patient and thorough work, or one resulting in moro 
palpable gains, than that seven years’ labour amid 
the rocks of south-western England and Wales 
which ended in giving geology its “Silurian 
System." The rocks embraced іа that system had 
been previously а scientific No-Man's Land, until 

[urchison reduced its organic remains to & clear 
n cwn classifi P 

e next the extension of the Siluri 

system, and all the other Palzozoic rocks to Norway 
and Sweden, and in 1840 he commenced a geological 
survey of the Russian Empire. Upon the presenta- 
tion, in 1841, of the first report upon this survey, he 
was presented by the Emperor Nicholas with the 
order of St. Anne and several other tokens of regard. 
After three years’ additional labour Mr. Murchison 
completed his survey of Russia, when the Emperor 
conferred upon him the Grand Cross of the Order of 
St. Stanislaus, and appointed him an effective mem- 
ber of the Imperial Academy of Sciences, and upon 
his return to England in 1846 he received the honour 
of knighthood. In addition to the Silurian system 
Sir Roderick Murchison, in connection with Professor 
Sedgwick, established the next overlying, or Devonian 
e In 1855 he succeeded Sir H. de la Beche in 
the office of Director-General of the Geological Survey 
of the British Isles; and his latest labours have been 
repeated examinations of the rocks of his native 
Highlands, for which the Royal Society of Edin- 
burgh have conferred upon him their first Brisbane 
gold medal. : 

Sir Roderick has served four times аз President of 
the Geological Society, and eleven years as President 
of the Royal Geographical Society. He was a 
Fellow of the Royal Society, and also of the Linnzan 
Society. He was also a member of the Academies of 
St. Petersburg, Berlin, — ў Brussels, Stock- 
holm, Turin, and а correspondent of the French 
Institute. He was for я long time trustee of the 
British Museum, the Hunterian Museum, and the 
British Association for the Advancement of Science 
of which he was one of the founders. à 

Sir Roderick was made K.C.B. in 1863, and was 
created a Baronet on Jan. 22, 1866. The present 
Emperor of Russia conferred upon Віт the grand 
cross of St. Anne, and he was also Knight Com- 
mander of several other foreign orders.

JUDGMENT, 


said the house was all the more dangerous because, 
whilst in the guise of a place at which refreshments 
were to be had, all the machinery for gambling was 
to be found there. That was an aggravation of the 
case. The dangerous propensity to engage in betting 
had, within his own experience as a magistrate, con- 
tributed largely to dishonesty and embezzlement. There 
was no question as to the guilt of the four principal 
defendants; but there was a distinction to be drawn 
between the case of the two younger Thorpes and 
that of their father, under whose authority and 
influence, to some extent, they appeared to have 
acted. He therefore fined the two sons £25 each, 
with the alternative of a month’s imprisonment. 
The father, on the other hand, was gravely respon- 
sible, carrying on, as he did, an open betting-house 
in the heart of the City, and thus laying the founda- 
tion, probably, for much future ruin and misery, by 
alluring young and inexperienced people into it. He 
should fail in his duty if he did not mark his sense 
of such conduct by imposing the heaviest penalty 
in his power, which was that he, Charles Thorpe, the 
father, be sentenced to six months’ imprisonment. 
As to the defendant Slatter, he was the banker of the 
establishment, and sat in a public room decoying 
young men into the house to engage in the dangerous 
practice of betting.

It is upon the official despatch of Captain Thrupp 
that this writer founds the following narrative :— 

It is now clearly proved by the testimony of the 
Captain and the three engineers that the Megzera was 


UTTERLY ROTTEN, AND FALLING TO PIECES; 


that she could not safely make the shortest voyage 
where heavy weather was to be expected; and that, 
furthermore, this absolute unfitness for service could 
have been ascertained with the greatest ease by any 
person of ordinary skill who examined the ship. We 
now see that when she was placed at the bottom of 
the list of vessels of her class, and declared unfit to 
be employed for any kind of freight in the Abys- 
sinian war, there was no excessive caution or scrupu- 
losity displayed, but simply such common judgment 
as would be exercised by any shipowner or trader 
who knew his business. This vessel, built in 1844, 
had been brought, by long service and natural decay, 
to such a point of crankiness that a hole might have 
been kicked in her bottom when the Admiralty, on 
the advice of some one or more of its familiars, 
decided on fitting her with sailors and stores, and 
sending her half round the world. The sailors fancy 
that if it had been a question of transporting soldiers 
there would have been more care for their зайебу, but 
we doubt much whether the people who selected the 
Megsera could have had the intelligence to make com- 
plimentary or even invidious distinctions.

First, let us notice what kind of 
vessel the Megzera was found to be when her Captain 
and crew got her, in comparative safety, to the 
shores of St. Paul's. The Captain naturally desired 
to quee on his voyage if there were a possibility 
of doing so. The Captain who loses his ship loses 
with it professional . and the chance of 
further employment he can pon clearly that 
the event was due to causes absolutely beyond his 
control; and no man is willing to subject himself to 
such an ordeal, So when the leak was first reported, 
and even after it was determined to run for St. Paul’s, 
Captain Thrupp thought he might be able eventually 
to reach Australia. 


But it was not ‘the loss of a rivet in the ship's 
bottom,’ as he and the engineers sanguinely hoped, 
which caused the leak, but ‘a plate was discovered to 
have been considerably worn away, and the edges of 
the hole so thin that they could be easily bent with 
two fingers.’ The weather was terrible when, on the 
night of June 16, they neared St. Paul's. The next 
day they anchored in 12} fathoms, and sent down a 
diver to examine the ship’s bottom. The three engi- 
neers who were on board were ordered to report, and 
their opinions accompany the despatch. Mr. Mills 
says he is of opinion that, even in the event of the 
present leak being temporarily stopped, the plate is 
во honeycombed from corrosion—which he attributes 
to age and wear—that it would be unsafe to proceed 
on the voyage. Mr. Brown found that the leak was 
due to the gradual decay of the iron; that the plate 
for some distance round the hole was much cor- 
roded, and that large rust-holes were in the plates. 
* The place where the leak has broken through is not 
more than l-lóth of an inch thick.“ Subsequently 
the two chief engineers found that many of the 
girders were eaten through at the bottom, and others 
nearly 80; one of those eaten quite through ran 
across the place where the leak had taken place. The 
bilge- pumps being constantly choked, the valve- 
boxes were taken off to examine them, as also the 
lids of the non-return valves, when *pieces of iron 
were taken out a quarter of an inch thick and an 
inch and а, half in diameter, evidently having been 
washed from the bottom, for some of them had 
remains of cement оп them.”

* Such is this strange history; and our first feel- 
ing, now that we know it, with its details, on good 
authority, must be thankfulness that Captain Thrupp 
and his crew should have escaped such imminent 
danger. Never were men more near destruction than 
those who were sent to sea in the Megæra. But for 
their proximity to the island they must all have 
perished. It is pleasant, in this miserable story of 
perverse and obstinate folly, to be able to pay a tri- 
bute of admiration to the seamanlike qualities which 
those on board displayed in the hour of need. We 
may congratulate ourselves that, as long as we have 
men like them, no amount of official imbecility can 
quite ruin the British Navy."
